REMARKS : 

The errors noted in the Office Action have been corrected. 

Applicants maintain that the claims are considered to be in condition for allowance. 
Thus, the allegation that U.S. Patent Nos. 6,119,102 1 and 5,630,070 show the present 
inventive concept is respectfully traversed. Each of these patents fails to disclose all of the 
limitations of the present claims. For example, each of these patents fails to disclose or 
suggest a transaction execution module as recited in claim 1. 

In view of the foregoing remarks, this application is considered to be in condition for 
allowance, and early reconsideration and a Notice of Allowance are earnestly solicited.
